Los  Angeles  Street  North  of  First  Avenue,  circa  1910. 
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Two  hundred  years  ago  the  Mexican  Government  offered  a  salary  of  ten 
pesos  a  month  plus  rations  to  any  volunteers  who  would  make  the  long  trek 
north  to  settle  in  the  area  that  would  eventually  become  Los  Angeles. 
Eventually  eleven  families  travelled  more  than  eight  months  to  find  their 
new  home.  Of  the  eleven  heads  of  the  families,  two  were  Spaniards,  four 
Indians,  two  blacks,  two  mulattoes,  and  one  mestizo;  their  wives  were 
mulattoes  or  Indians. 


Felipe  de  Neve,  Governor  of  the  Californias,  designed  a  large  plaza  with  building  lots  for  the  newcomers. 
The  Spanish  government  distributed  mules,  cows,  sheep  and  goats  to  them.  Thus  a  tiny  outpost  for  the 
support  of  the  Spanish  army  contingent  and  missionaries  was  established.  But  it  was  hardly  a  paradise 
.  .  .  due  largely  to  the  lack  of  rain. 


It  was  not  until  1913  that  the  first  major  water  importing  project  was  initiated  that  would  allow  Los 
Angeles  to  continue  to  grow.  The  completion  of  the  250  mile  aqueduct,  bringing  precious  water  from 
the  Sierras  over  desert  and  wilderness,  was  the  most  extraordinary  engineering  feat  of  its  time. 

The  modern  freeway  system  that  ties  together  the  sprawling  455  square  miles  of  Los  Angeles  was  opened 
in  1940,  just  four  years  after  the  councils  of  Los  Angeles  and  Pasadena  approved  plans  for  a  limited- 
access  highway  connecting  the  two  cities.  And  thus  the  massive  L.  A.  freeway  system,  called  "one  of  the 
greater  works  of  men"  by  a  British  architectural  critic,  was  born.

Gem  Proof  example  with  microscopic  die  striations  across 
the  face  of  Liberty.  This  type  is  often  referred  to  as  a 
“restrike,”  but  Akers  believes  that  is  a  misnomer:  “I  think 
it  is  much  more  reasonable  to  assume  that  the  additional 
quantity  of  J-1657  that  was  struck  after  the  initial  15  pieces 
was  actually  struck  later  in  1880  making  the  use  of  the 
term  ‘restrike’  incorrect.”  Akers  estimates  the  total  number 
extant  (including  both  early  and  late  1880  strikes)  to  be 
approximately  25  pieces. 

Our  Gem  Prf-65  example  has  frosted  devices  and  brilliant 
fields,  with  only  a  couple  of  the  most  insignificant  micro¬ 
scopic  hairlines  hardly  worth  mentioning.  Here  is  an  im¬ 
portant  opportunity  to  add  a  major  American  gold  rarity 
to  your  collection  or  numismatic  investment  portfolio. 

Collectors  of  United  States  coinage  know  the  short  two 
year  Four  Dollar  Gold  series  as  one  of  the  rarest  and  most 
desirable  of  all  American  coin  types.  Collectors  of  Pattern 
Coinage  are  familiar  with  this  beautiful  gold  piece  as 
Judd  1657  or  Adams  and  Woodin  1630.  Everyone  can  agree 
with  David  Akers’  statement,  that  “Today  the  Flowing  Hair 


Stellas  are  extremely  popular  with  numismatists  not  only 
because  of  their  unusual  denomination  and  historical  sig¬ 
nificance,  but  also  because  the  design  is  considered  to  be  a 
particularly  beautiful  one.” 

The  Four  Dollar  Gold  Piece  was  named  “One  Stella”  be¬ 
cause  of  the  five-pointed  star  design  on  the  reverse.  This 
unusual  denomination  owes  its  birth  to  the  Hon.  John  A. 
Kasson,  United  States  Minister  to  Austria  and  former 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Coinage,  Weights  and 
Measures.  It  was  Kasson’s  idea  that  a  $4  coin  would  be 
useful  in  Europe,  where  it  would  approximate  the  value  of 
the  coins  on  the  metric  system  such  as  the  Spanish  20 
Pesetas,  Italian  20  Lire,  Dutch  8  Florins,  French  20  Francs, 
etc.  However,  after  the  striking  of  tiny  quantities  over  a 
two  year  period,  the  idea  proved  impractical,  due  to  the 
continuous  fluctuations  in  the  rate  of  foreign  exchange. 
And  so  “Kasson’s  Folly”  became  a  famous  footnote  to 
numismatic  history! 

Any  opportunity  to  purchase  one  of  the  approximately  two 
dozen  or  so  extant  specimens  of  the  1880  Flowing  Hair  $4 
Gold  Stella  must  not  be  overlooked  by  the  serious  collector 
or  astute  investor! 


The  Los  Angeles  200  Committee, 
charged  with  planning  and  coordi¬ 
nating  a  year-long  commemorative 
program,  starts  with  a  unique  bicen¬ 
tennial  emblem:  appropriately,  an 
angel.

Her  vitality  springs  from  thriving  com¬ 
munities  embracing  464  square  miles. 
Her  life's  blood  flows  in  her  people 
with  Hispanic, Asian, African,  European 
and  native  American  roots. 


A  numismatic  history  of  Los  Angeles 
would  begin  with  Mexican  coinage, 
since  the  area  remained  in  Spanish 
hands  from  the  time  of  the  arrival  of 
the  first  handful  of  settlers  on  Sep¬ 
tember  4,  1781  until  American  forces 
under  Captain  John  Fremont  and 
Commodore  Robert  Stockton  en¬ 
tered  the  city  on  August  13, 1846. 


Within  a  few  years  Territorial  Gold 
pieces  found  their  way  to  Los  Angeles 
as  hungry  miners  in  San  Francisco  and 
Sacramento  gorged  themselves  on  beef 
from  Southern  California. 


Los  Angeles  had  no  natural  harbor, 
but  one  was  constructed  and  opened 
in  1914,  the  same  year  that  the  monu¬ 
mental  Panama  Canal  was  completed. 
This  fortunate  happinstance  helped  to 
make  the  Los  Angeles  harbor  the  "cargo 
capital  of  the  West." 


The  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  was 
held  in  1915  to  celebrate  the  opening 
of  the  Canal.  Commemorative  coins 
were  minted  in  honor  of  this  occasion, 
as  well  as  for  a  motion  picture  exposi¬ 
tion  held  in  Los  Angeles  in  June  1923. 
The  latter  piece,  the  Monroe  Doctrine 
Centennial  Half  Dollar,  holds  the  dis¬ 
tinction  of  being  the  only  U.  S.  coin 
to  be  inscribed  with  the  name  of  the 
city  of  Los  Angeles!

How  Does  Our  Auction  Work? 


"\ 


First,  we  tabulate  the  bids  received  by  mail.  The  “opening  bid”  for  each  lot  is  announced  at 
the  sale  at  5%  above  the  next  to  the  highest  bid  received. 

If  there  is  only  a  single  mail  bid,  the  opening  bid  would  be  lower  by  about  25%;  if  there  is  no 
mail  bid  on  a  lot,  the  auctioneer  would  look  for  an  opening  bid  from  the  floor. 

In  the  event  that  no  one  bids  from  the  floor,  the  lot  is  “sold  to  the  book”,  that  is,  to  the 
person  sending  in  the  highest  mail  bid.  If  there  is  floor  bidding,  it  advances  in  approximately 
5%  increments.  The  floor  bidding  continues  “against  the  book”  unless  the  highest  mail  bid  is 
exceeded  on  the  floor;  then  the  highest  floor  bidder  is  awarded  the  lot.

- Instructions  for  Bidding  by  Mail - 

In  addition  to  submitting  “simple”  bids  indicating  the  maximum  you  would  spend  on  eqch  lot  of  interest,  you  may 
choose  to  give  special  instructions.
